It is 
uncertain to members of the Board the applicability of this 
research contract to what is basically tactical reconnaissance. 
It was agreed that that portion of the PAR (para 3a) which — 
basically was for an analysis of what contributions we might 
make to low altitude reconnaissance problem would be done. 
Generally, we did not feel the technical reconnaissance 
development items were within the scope of the contract. 


g. PAR 24-5-2, Some effort has already been expanded 
on these color tests. It was agreed that this work should 
continue. The eventual place of color in the high altitude 
reconnaissance field is yet to be determined, and it is hoped 
that the studies under this PAR will contribute to the resolution 
of the question.
